COOK COUNTY 


“It’s the arm y worm. 
Prepare a 
poison bait made of 25 lbs. bran, 2 
lbs. salt, 1 lb. w'hite arsenic and 
enough w ater added to 2 qts. of cheap 
molasses to make a mash. 
If you 
can’t get white arsenic or sodium ar- 
senite use 1 lb. of Paris green instead. 
Scatter the poison bait at the rate of 
12 to 15 lbs. per acre. 
Don’t put it 
where the chickens can get it.” 
T hat’s the answer to two-thirds of 
the questions put to the farm adviser 
the past few days. 
The other third 
are about the “bug” on the Canada 
thistle. The arm y worms are all over 
northern Illinois. C. C. Compton pre­ 
dicted trouble from them 6 weeks ago. 
He caught many adults in his mag­ 
got fly trap, early in the spring. We 
reprint circular 7, State N atural His­ 
tory Survey on the arm y worm.

THE ARMY WORM* 
(Known scientifically as Cirphis uni- 
puncta). 
By W. P. Flint, Entomologi.st 
State N atural History Survey 
tJrbana, Illinois. 
The arm y worm is one of the most 
destructive of the insect pests of the 
cereal crops and forage grasses, but 
its injuries may be promptly arrested, 
and in many cases almost completely 
prevented, by simjile measures easily 
apnl.ed by any farm er. 
This insect 
belongs to the great family of moths 
which includes all our common cut­ 
worms, and ft occurs throughout the 
state each year. 
Ever since Illinois 
was first .settled there have been, at 
irregular intervals, more or less gen­ 
eral outbreaks of the army-worm cov­ 
ering, one season, from four to five 
counties, and another, nearly the en­ 
tire state, and there is .seldom a year 
during which it does not become de­ 
structively abundant in some Illinois 
localit.v. These outbreaks are usually 
confined to small or comparatively re­ 
stricted areas, here and there, rang­ 
ing in size from a few acres up to 
several thousand. 
As a rule, there 
is a period of at least five or six years 
between local outbreaks. 
Seasonal History. 
The winter is passed in the partly 
grown, worm or larval stage, the 
worms being buried in the ground or 
well hidden and protected in thick 
m atted grass. There is a slight pos­ 
sibility that a few of the in.«ects may 
overwinter in the pupal or resting 
stage. The worms become full-grown 
very early in spring—by the middle 
of March or the first of April in the 
southern part of the state, and from 
the middle to the last of April in cen­ 
tral Illinois—enter the ground to a 
depth of about two inches, and there 
change to brown pupae, the resting 
stage, in which they do not eat, or 
move except for a slight wiggling of 
the tip of the abdomen. 
The worms 
remain in the pupal stage from two 
to four weeks, the exact time depend­ 
ing on the tem perature, and emerge 
as fawn-colored moths. 
General .Appearance of the Moth. 
The front wings of the moth have a 
fesv irregular dark markings, and a 
small white dot near the center. The 
hind wings are a little lighter than 
the front wings, show a few more ir­ 
regular dark lines and marking.«, and 
lack the central white dot. When the 
wings are folded, the moth is about 
1 to IG inches long, and about G 
inch across the ends of the wings. 
Habits of the Moth. 
The moths fly mostly during the 
night, hiding by day under rubbish 
and trash in the fields. 
They are 
only slightly attracted by lights, but 
very strongly attracted by the odor of 
decaying fruits or of sweets. 
They 
are strong fliers, and with a moderate 
wind behind them they travel a num­ 
ber of miles. 
For despositing their 
eggs they generally seek a place 
where the vegetiition is dense and the 
grasses are closely matted tf»gelhf'r, 
fre(iuently laying them in the rank 
growth around old straw-stacks or 
in fields of oats, wheat, or rye whe»*e 
growth 3a« been very vig(»rous and 
the grain has lodged. 
They al o fre- 
j «luently lay their eggs in the rank- 
grow'ing gra«s of timothy meadow-.«, 
bhie-gi'ims pastures, or orchards. The 
eggs are deposited under the sheaths 
e.f the leaves and around the bases 
of various grasses, from 25 to 100 or 
more in a place. 
.As the moths are 
very prolific—a single female laying 
from .500 to 800 eggs —and .«omewhat 
gregarious, 
enormous 
numbers 
ef 
eggs may be laid in a small area. The 
worms hatching from these eggs very 
soon exhaust the limited food supply 
at hand and move out in large num­ 
bers or armies to search for fresh 
food plants. It is this m igration that 
has given the insect the popular name 
of army-w'orm. 
General .Appearance of the Worm. 
Ten days or two w-ecks after egg- 
laying small colorless worms w-ith 


about twenty days. 
Number of Generations and Time of 
Their Appearance. 
There are three generations of this 
insect each year in the southern two- 
thirds of the state, and probably thru- 
out Illinois. 
In southern Illinois moths of the 
first generation usually make their 
appearance about March 20, in central 
Illinois about April 1, and in the ex­ 
treme northern end of the state about 
April 10; but the dates vary greatly 
in different seasons, being earliest, as 
might be expected, when an early 
spring follows a mild winter. 
As a 
rule, worms of the first generation do 
the greatest damage. 
They may be 
looked for in the southern end of the 
state from May 20 to May 30; in the 
central part of the state from June 
1 to 15; and in the northern end of 
the state from June 15 to 30. 
The 
second generation of the worms rarely 
appears in sufficient numbers to do 
damage in this state, although there 
have been a few local outbreaks the 
last of July and in August. 
The 
third generation is a little more like­ 
ly than the second to be abundant. 
When it is, it generally occurs from 
the first to the middle of September. 
Food Plants. 
The larvae prefer the grasses, and 
in this state have been found feeding 
upon practically all the w’ild gras.ses 
and on bluc-gra.«s, timothy, corn, rye, 
oats, barley, millet, wheat and sor­ 
ghum, all belonging to the great fam ­ 
ily of grasses. 
They w-ill a t times 
feed on legumes, such as clover and 
alfalfa, but they greatly prefer the 
grasses and generally do not damage 
legumes unless the grasses are scarce. 
The greater damage done by the 
w-orms is by eating the leaves and 
blades of corn, oats and other small 
grains. 
If they are abundant early 
enough in the .season, they will eat 
the heads of wheat, rye and barley, 
but if they do not appear until the 
wheat heads are fairly well matured, 
very little ofthe grain is injured. 
During nearly every army-worm 
outbreak there is also an abundance 
of the variegated cutwrorm— (Peridro- 
ma m argaritosa). 
This pest will be 
found in the same situations as the 
army-worm and associated with it. It 
feeds readily upon clover and alfalfa, 
and often causes considerable of the 
injury to these plants which is attrib­ 
uted to the army-worm. 
Natural Enemies. 
Owing to the fact that the arm y- 
worm is preyed upon by a large num­ 
ber of insect parasites and predaci­ 
ous 
enemies 
which 
become 
very 
abundant during excessive outbreaks 
and greatly reduce the numbers of the 
worms, the generation succeeding an 
outbreak is not abundant enough to 
cause any damage. In fact we do not 
have a single record in this state of 
damage by more than one brood dur­ 
ing any one season, and outbreaks 
rarely occur in the. same locality in 
consecutive years. - 
of the most 
abundant of the insect enemies of the 
army-worm is a grayish fly, a little 
Ip.rger than the house-fly, which de­ 
posits its egg.« on the front third of 
the w-orm’s body. The maggots which 
hatch from these eggs feed on the 
the body contents of the worm, and 
ahvays kill it before it reaches the 
moth stage. 
Sometime.« the.se eggs 
are mi.staken for those of the army- 
W’orni, but it should go without .saying 
th at the army-w-orm depo.«its eggs on­ 
ly when it is in the full-grown or 
moth stage. 
Control Measures. 
The most effective means of con­ 
trolling an outbreak is by i)oisoning 
the worms in the field.« where it origi­ 
nated or around the margins of such 
fields as the worm« are leaving. Thi« 
can best be done by the u.«e of a bait 
made as follows;

caustic effect on leaf-surfaces). The 
bait .«houd be sown broadcast o'/er th 
infested field a t the rate of 8 or It 
pounds tor the acre. 
Thi.s is about 
as thickly as one can .«cutter this 
quantity and have it cover the ground’ 
The mixture will be much more ef 
fective if put on in this way than if 
throw-n out in lumps or plac«*d in lines 
or ridges over the field.s. 
The appli­ 
cation should be made during the lat­ 
ter part of the afternoon or early in 
the evening, as the worms do the 
greater partof their feeding at night, 
and the bait is much more attraclive 
w-hen fresh. This mash has been used 
succei'sfully in a number of states and 
in hundred of instances in this state, 
and when properly mixed and correct­ 
ly applied it has never been known to 
fail in killing from 60 to 90 per cent, 
of the worms in the fields. 
It is not advisable to use this bait 
in the vicinity of buildingi!, where 
chickens w-ill have access • to it. 
It 
may, how-ever, be sown in pastures 
if it is applied thinly over the entire 
area at the rate recommended in this 
c’rcular, and not put out in lumps or 
lines.
